The  work  of  the  Department  has  continued  smoothly  throughout 
the  year,  without  much  of  note  to  record. 

The  Housing  Survey  has  continued,  but  the  problem  of 
j.mplementing  the  reports  still  remains.  The  Leavening  sewerage  scheme 
was  completed  at  the  end  oi  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  property 
owners  will  take  advantage  of  this  by  improving  their  dwellings  and 
converting  the  earth  closets  with  the  help  of  the  available  grants. 

1  ood  inspection  has  been  given  the  fullest  attention  and 
has  given  rise  to  very  little  difficulty.  All  milk  supx:)lie3  are  now 
of  the  T.T,  standard  or  Pasteurised,  with  perhaps  one  exception  due  to 
the  remoteness  of  the  village  concerned.  The  routine  sampling  of  water 
supplies  has  been  proved  to  be  very  necessary,  even  in  the  case  of 
treated  water  supplies,  and  the  co-operation  existing  with  the  Y/ater 
Department  has  been  of  a  high  standard. 

For  yoT^  continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  desire  once  more  to  record  hqt 
sincere  t^nks  and  appreciation.  To  the  staff  of  my  Department  and  to 
the  officials  of  the  Council  in  general  I  am  also  grateful  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.

During  the  year,  257  houses  v«rere  surveyed  and  classified  and 
285  were  re- surveyed  end  the  records  brought  up  to  date.  Houses 
considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being 
made  fit  totalled  84,  and  unfit  houses  capable  of  being  made  fit  as  a 
result  of  repair  or  improvement  numbered  240 <, 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  is  not  going  to  be  a  speedy 
process,  as  this  is  governed  by  the  speed  at  vdiich  new  houses  can  be 
provided,  and  there  appear  to  be  many  factors  against  the  erection  of 
new  houses  -  finance,  suitable  sites,  provision  of  sewerage  and  labour* 

Mg  still  have  a  large  number  of  houses  occupied  v/hich  were  the  subject  of 
clearance  or  demolition  order  pre-war. 

Improvements  Grants. 


This  incentive  to  raising  the  standard  of  housing  appears 
to  be  maintaining  popularity,  an  increase  of  seven  applications  over 
the  previous  year  being  received.  During  the  year,  32  applications 
were  granted,  28  of  the  pi’oposals  were  completed  and  4  additional 
units  of  accommodation  v/ere  provided  by  the  division  of  large  houses. 
Six  schemes  for  which  approval  was  granted  last  year  were  completed 
this  year,  involving  ten  properties  and  providing  5  additional  units 
of  accomraodation,

Water  Samples. 

Sixty  samples  of  v/ater  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Nine  were  of  raw  Y/ater,  three  of  which  were  satisfactory  and  six 
unsatisfactory,  Fi:^ty--one  were  of  treated  water,  forty-nine  being 
satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  treated  waters,  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  Y^ere  from  :gegional  supplies  and  it  was  found  that 
the  mains  T^rere  in  need  of  flushing,  the  samples  being  taken  at  the  end 
of  a  long  run  (several  miles). 

Of  the  rav/  ivaters,  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  collecting 
chambers  found  to  be  of  faulty  construction,  and  after  reconstruction 
satisfactory  results  were  obtaitied.

2.  Se]^s^3ewage  Disposal,  Septic  Tanks  and  Cesspools^ 

ihe  sewage  works  situated  at  Rillington,  We  stow,  Burythorpe,  West 
Heslerton,  Sherburn,  Staxton,  Settrington  and  Duggleby  have  given  satis¬ 
factory  effluents. 

We  are  still  in  need  of  additional  sludge  lagoons  at  Rillington  and 
of  course  the  position  at  Settrington  remains  as  previously  reported. 

Spring  water  gaining  access  to  the  IXiggleby  sev/er  and  giving  rise  to 
exceptionally  heavy  piunping  has  been  excluded  and  shovm  a  great  reduction 
in  electricity  consumption.  The  septic  tanks  at  Weaverthorpe  and  East 
rleslerton  sti2.1  demand  constant  atifcention. 

Open  Ditches. 

The  re-laying  of  the  culvert  at  Yedingham  has  caused  sane  improvement 
but  until  the  river  is  deepened,  full  benefit  Vvdll  not  be  derived.
